known auction buyer of art objects, 
autographs, books, coins, curios, ete. 


For the past 15 years hardly a sale of.

tickets of tradesman in 1861-2. When 
Metallic Currency was withdrawn, 
and the people had lost faith in the 
sticky postage stamp, as a medium 
of change, vast numbers of these bits 
of paste board were issued by grocers 
and others, but were quickly with- 
drawn from circulation on the issue 
of fractional currency. From this 
small beginning he began on coins 
and had a fine series of the U. S. 
cents before he left school. For a 
long time miscellaneous coins and

medals had his time and attention, 
but finally developed the true numis- 
matic taste for the antique and settled 
on the interesting series of silver de- 
narii of the Roman Republic as his 
hobby, of which he has secured near- 
ly 500 varieties. Greek silver and 
Imperial coins also ‘find a limited 
The collection 
of stamps came as a second thought, 
and while never an enthusiast, 
keeps slowly adding them too as occa- 
sion offers and now has a collection 
of over 5,000 varieties. The series 
of U.S, Revenues is nearly complete. 
Becoming a confirmed collector, he 
took up pre-historic stone objects asa 
source of revenue, but retaining many 


place in his cabinet.

fine objects that passed through his 
hands to add to his own collection, 
until now he has a very choice lot. 
His collection of Oregon arrow points 
is probably the finest in private hands 
east of the Rockies. A stone toma- 
hawk with original wooden handle he 
classes as his best object in many re- 
spects; never having been buried, it 
is perfect, or nearly so,as when made, 
ages ago. A series of beautiful and 
excessively rare South Sea stone ob- 
jects, marble masks from Mexico, 
several very large pieces of pottery 
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from ruins in Colorado and elsewhere 
make this part of his collection of 
high interest. His rooms resemble a 
museum on a small scale. A modern 
Sioux object of considerable historic 
importance is in the collection; it is 
the stone war maul of Rain-in-the- 
Face, with which he claimed to have 
killed Gen. Custer, as he lay wounded 
at the close cf the battle of the Little 
Big Horn. ‘The stone is grooved and 
double pointed, looped at center with | 
rawhide to a long strong handle ap-| 
parently made of rawhide throuzhout, 
a very formidable weapon in the) 
hands of a strong man. Pipes, toma- 
hawks, Indian ornaments, South Sea 
weapons, old swords and cther_ bric- 
a-brac of interest to the collector of 
old china cover the walls.

It is well, in collecting autographs, 
to have some rule for arranging them, 
as a small collection, neatly arranged, 
often possesses more interest than a 
large one in which the specimens are 
thrown about in a sort of “care-noth- 
ing” way.
